Article I. Name and Object 


: Section 1. This orgenization shall be known as the 

: San Diego Numismatic Society. 
: Section 2. Its object shall be to encourage and pro- : 
: mote the knowledge of numismatics among its members, : 
: to encourage new collectors of coins, paper money 
: and medals, to afford means of affiliation between ;

Article II. Membership 


; Section 1. The membership of this organization shall |

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PUNS PICTURED ON ROMAN COINS 


‘It is commonly said that a pun is the lowest form of | 
‘humor, But the ancient Romans didn't think so; they | 
‘were fond of them - and puns commonly appear on the | 
‘coins of the Roman Republic. We can't be sure if they’ 
‘were placed there with humorous intent - it is evi- | 
‘dent that some were not - but anyway, there they are. : 
‘Whether the puns are humorous or not, the Romans did | 
ihave a sense of humor, even though at the distanee of 
‘twenty centuries some of it may not seem very comical 
ito us. But we must consider that it is the humor of 
‘another age and another point of view that we can 
‘only partly understand. Even now it is hard for one 
‘nation to appreciate properly the humor of another, — 
so it is not surprising if some of the ancient jokes | 
iescape us. 

‘Roughly speaking, Roman humor took three forms; 7 
‘satire, "nicknames", and puns; and sometimes combina-: 
‘tions of two or three of those forms. Satire is 
‘hardly recognizable on coins, but they do have a 
‘number of extravagances and exaggerations ranging to | 
‘downright lies; some of these may be satirical. As 
for nicknames, these were as common in Rome as they | 
‘are today, and often they were dignified by becoming | 
‘actual legal names. A nickname was frequently given | 
‘to a man because of his character, his history or 
‘occupation, or even a physical peculiarity - and many. 
.of them persisted until they became accepted names, 
‘passed dotm through generations. 

‘One type of nickname is not at all humorous; when a 
‘man was called Africanus or Macedonicus from his 
‘victories in Africa or Macedonia, such a name was a 
‘distinguished honor and not a joke. But when a man 
‘was called Naso (Nose), Scaurus (Big Ankles), Balbus 
(Stuttering), or Cunctator (Delayer) the humorous ine | 
:tent is plain. The neme Cunctator illustrates several | 
‘of the above; it was given to Fabius as a contemptous. 
‘nickname because he refused to come to grips with 
‘Hannibal, but later when the Romans realized his 
‘genius, it became a mark of honor. 

‘Funs on coins may be in the main designs or in the 
ieee 
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: Small symbols so common on Republican issues. They 
‘usually are objects whose names are the same or at : 
: least similar to the name of the coiner; and they did: 
‘not have to be very similar either, as the Romans | 
: didn't mind twisting words considerably to make a 

: point. 

: Some puns have deeper meanings than mere word play,. 

‘ but we cannot always fathom their meanings, However, | 
: sometimes they are clear, as when a coiner named 
_Philippus (112 B.C.) shows a portrait of Philip V of | 
-Macedonin; this is both a play on words and also an | 
: acknowledgement of the friendship of that king for | 
the coiner's family. So too, it is easy to understand. 
‘a coiner named, from his Sabine ancestry, Sabinus 
- (88 B.C.) placing references to Sabine history on his. 
“coins - the portrait of the Sabine king, Tatius, the ; 
_abduction of the Sabine women, etc, There were three | 
'differént coiners named Marcius in 87, 84, and 60 
‘B.C. The first and third showed King Ancus Marcius on 
‘their coins; the second showed the satyr Marsyas. ; 
:These coins thus have ‘plays on words, but the idea 
‘goes deeper; the coiners claimed descent from Marcius, 
‘who in turn was supposed to heve descended from 
‘Marsyas. Similarly when Fonteius (112 B.C.) placed: 
‘Fontus, the two-faced son of Janus, on his coins, he | 
‘punned on his own name and honored an alleged ances- | 
‘tor, But when a men named Malleolus (89 B.C.) placed | 
a malleolus (mallet) on his coins, it is hard to see | 
‘anything but a simple pun.

: The Lincoln cent was first issued in 1909; it commen=: 
: orates the centennial of Lincoln's birthday, February: 
: 12, 1809. A special stamp was also issued at the same: 
: time. 
' It is the first coin of our regular issues to bear : 
‘the bust of a president. Special issues such as come ; 
i memorative half dollars and gold pieces have had : 
reproductions of presidents and rather important offi+ 
: cials on them; but the Lincoln cent is the first 
'reguler coin to have an actual portrait. The reluct- 
: ance to use such a design dates back to George ‘iash- : 
: incton who refused to have his imare on any coinage. | 
: The Lincoln cent was issucd when Theodore Roosevelt 
/was president, The designer was Victor D. Brenner; he: 
:was born in Russic in 1871. His father vas a stone ; 
:engraver and cutter of seals. Seals, by the way, were: 
: very much used for stemping official papers in those | 
‘days. As a boy of 13 he helped his father a great : 
ideal. ihhen he was 16 he left home and worked at 
:Sculptoring in verious places in Furope, When 19, he : 
fteane to imerica and studied in art schools uostly at : 
inight, while he would work at any job he could get | 
:during the daytime. 
‘Letor he went to Paris and studied sculpture under 
ithe leading French artists, Ho was beginning now to

‘When the new cent was issued in 1909, it created very 
igreat interest.

at first the newspaper comments about the coin were | 
very favorable, In a few days however, a storm of :

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criticism broke out, mainly over the fact that the ; 
engraver's initials were on the coin. The newspapers | + 
-ereated a big fuss about it; it got so bad that the : 
‘mint officials were forced to have these initials 
‘removed from the dies. . 

‘This change created four different varieties of : 

: Lincoln cents in 1909. The mint in Sen Francisco was | 
‘busy turning out cents when a telegram arrived order-' | 
‘ing striking to stop. This mint had struck 484,000 
cents of "S" mint with "VDB" on them. The change 
caused this issue to be the rarest of the series, In ' 

/ 1918 the "VDB" was restored, under the shoulder.

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THE PREPARATION OF 4 BOLTZ PROOF 
By Paul Boltz 


Two months ago the Bulletin editor referred briefly 

to the process of preparing a Boltz procf. I know 

that for many years you all have admired these 
beautiful proofs made by my secret process, and efter 
deep thought, I have decided to give the secret to ; 
the eager numismatic world, There is no substitute ; 
for a Boltz proof; cnd after you read this, I expect : 
that the leading collections will have nothing else, : 
For a long time, the numismatic press hes discussed | 
the pro and con of cleaning coins, end our ow Dr. 
Wilson once gave us ec demonstration, But in my 
opinion, 21] these processes are too mild. They 

aren't drastic enough. It's no use using half-way 
measures to clean coins. So here's my system. 

The first step is to get the dirt off the coin. I find 
this casy to do by simply laying the coin on an anvil 
and striking it several sharp blows with a sledge 
hammer, This loosens the heaviest coatings. I then 
lay the coin on the pavement, end back my car over’ | 
it severe] times. This removes more of the dirt. For : _ 
the next step, I rub a coarse file vigorously over | 
the surface of the coin, thus cleaning off the re- 
maining dirt. It then will be found thet sometimes 
there are a few deep-seated spots not yet affected : 
by this preliminary treatment. I remove these with a : 
chisel. In chiseling out these spots, I use care to | 
: be sure that the chisel cuts are made deep enough to : 
i get the roots of the spots; it is better to chisel 
; out a little extra metal than to leave any of the 

: spots, 

: The coin now is cleaned and ready for polishing, I 
: find the best means of polishing to be a wire brush 
i: on a power machine. Too fine a brush should not be 
: used; the coarser the brush is, the quicker the job :

B.C.), The reverse shows the seven stars of Ursa

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COINS MADE FROM ALCHEMICAL GOLD 


: The above title is all wrong. Because there isn't - 

: and never was - any such thing as alchemical gold. 

: But a lot of it was claimed to have been made - and 

: there are coins and medals claimed to have been 

- struck from such gold, as well as "made" silver. In 

: some cases, the claim is made by an inscription on 

: the coin itself; in others by literary testimony. 

: Some such coins are fairly well known; others are 

_ unknown, excepting from alchemiccl writings. 

: We all know what alchemy was; at least that it was 

: the search for the "philosopher's stone", the sib- 

: stance which would transmute base metals into gold 

: or silver, with gold naturally being preferred, The | 
: practice was wrapped in secrecy and mystery, and was : 
' somewhat connected with magic, For ccnturies it 
: occupied the efforts of intelligent men who really 

: believed in the truth of the idea; and it also 

: occupied those of plain swindlers who used their 
: supposed ability to make gold, to impose on the cred= 
‘ulous. Some of the victims of these frauds were very | 
: highly placed too; even kings were numbered emong 
: them, The Catholic Church generally frowned on : 
: alchemy because of its magical connections; but there 
: are records of an occasional bishop or other high 
- church official supporting - which means paying the 

i expenses of < an alchemist. Greed for gold was the 

: usual motive that made such men victims of the 

' fraud, but not always. Some of them wore sincerely 

: interested in promoting what they took to be a . 
' scientific accomplishment of the highest importance, | 
: Sometimes the alchemist lived royally on the gener- : 
- osity of a wealthy and gullible patron; somotimes he | 
: found his neck in danger on the charge of being a 

i wizard. It is ironic that he often was punished on 

: the false charge of magic; seldom on the genuine one : 
of fraud. :

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- The earliest known coin said to be made of alchem-

- nent alchemist who lived about 1235-1315. The coin :

- alchemical gold, but there is documentary ovidence - .

: orily attributed. Its Latin inscription translates: : 

: "Originally of one nature, now reborn, I was lead.

- In 1647 the Holy Roman Emperor struck a medal whose 

' inscription appears to refer to its alchemical

' Nurnberg made this, Five drops of tincture to the 

- pound". The tincture would be the philosopher's

. catch is that the initials may stand for something

In 1705 Generel Von Paykhull of Sweden was contend 
to death as a traitor, and to save his life, offered : 
‘0 manufacture gold for Charles XII. He added certain: 
: substances to a mass of lead, and produced enough i 
' gold to be made into 147 ducats. To commemorate this | 
i feat, a double ducat was struck, with a Latin legend:: 
"0. &. Von Paykhull cast this gold by chemicel art at: 
: Stockholm, 1706". Later the great Swedish chemist, | 
| Berzelius, studied Von Paykhull's process and stated 
: that the claimed result was impossible.

'& German gold medal, also probably an amulet, is 
“dated 1716. Like the last piece described, it also : 
has Saturn on the obverse and is inscribed in Latin: 
- "A golden offspring begotten of a lead parent", The : 
reverse is entirely given to a long-winded Latin : 
inscription, thus: "Chemical metamorphosis of Saturn 
‘into the Sun, that is, lead into gold, seen at 
Innsbruck 31 December 1716 by His Highness Charles 
Philip, Count Peletine of the Rhine, of the Holy 
Roman Empire, High Chamberlain and Elector of Bavaria, 
‘Duke of Julich, Cleves, and Berg, Governor of the ; 
Tyrol, etc,, etc, And so in money of this, for a 

: perpetual memory of this event, this is donated to : 
_Ambros Castle and to posterity". So that ought to be | 
proof enough for anyone,
